'TVHAT private and informal communications are taking] 
lA place between our own government and one or more! 
European governments and that these have to do with re-1 
parations and credits there can now be little doubt. The 
very efforts made at Washington to discount extravagant j 
and aimless rumors based upon these negotiations are' 
practically an admission. The visit of the German am- 
bassador to Mr. Morgan and Mr. Morgan's reiteration that 
"matters had manifestly reached such a point that it was 
not possible for us to discuss or to consider a loan to Ger1- 
many unless and until the reparations question was settled" 
are aspects of a general movement. 


Outwardly, Mr. Morgan is quite right in assuming that 


the situation with regard to reparations has nol changed 
materially since last June. 
In the statement which he 


issued at that time he declared that the double conditions 
of unanimity among the Allies and the establishment of 
moral and material credit by Germany were necessary pre- 
liminaries to an international loan. Since France would 
hot consent to a consideration of reparations payments by 
the bankers' committee, no further progress was possible. 
Nor is it easy to see how progress could be made until the 
payments demanded from Germany are fixed at an amount 
which she can demonstrably endure and which will leave 
her a surplus with which to amortize a loan. 


If discussions have been going on between Washing- 


ton and other capitals it is certain that those Avith Lon- 
don will have proved most amicable. Stanley Baldwin, the 
new chancellor of the exchequer, has recently announced 
that his government will use every effort to reach an 
agreement with regard to reparations. An agreement can 
mean nothing more than a scaling down of the extravagant 
French expectations, joined with an assurance that she 
will actually receive the maximum that Germany can and 
ought to pay. 


The United State? enters into thi? delicate situation 


in two roles. Her first role is the prosaic one of principal 
creditor and money lender to Christendom. If capital is to 
be made available for reconstruction in Europe the United 
Sates must furnish the greater portion of it. Bui. like good 
banker?, we will not furnish capital until the borrowers 
have convinced us that we shall be paid back. And we 
shall not be sure that a loan to Germany will be paid back 
unless there is a very considerable alteration of Allied 
policy. To lend to a country which j? constantly lamler 
threat of war nr whp?c economic recovery i? beiig- deliber- 
ately prevented i? riskier lhan speculation in oil/"
